The thriving business activities of 
Glendora during the year 1926 have 
been due largely to the picturesque 
location and the unusual natural ad- 
vantages’ of the city, which have 
drawn men of great wealth to the 
community. Approximately $765,500 
was paid-in’ cash during the year for 
188 acres of choice foothill citrus 
groves located within one and a half 
mHes of the business center of the 
town. Half of this acreage brought 
$5000. per acre. Much of the property 
was purchased by eastern business 
men who recognized the investment 
possibilities ia a (California orange 
grove as well as an ideal site for a 
winter home. There was also unusual 
activity in the sale of town lots and 
outlying real estate. 

Nearly $5,000,000 in tax money will 
be due the state government, it was 
indicated in records of the state con- 
troller recently, if the electric rail- 
way tax decision rendered by Superior 
Judge Peter J. Shields of Sacramento 
“county last week is not reversed in 
expected appeals to the Supreme 
Court. In a case involving electric 
Mnes of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Judge Shields held that al) railroad 
lines, steam or electric, should be 
taxed uniformly at 7 per cent of gross 
j receipts. Applying this ruling to all 

California electric lines which have 
been paying at 5% per cent, records 
show that state would receive $4,926,- 
000 in back taxes accruing since 1921 
when the King bill tax increase be- 
came effective.

HUNTERS FAIL TO 


THIN OUT WILDCATS TELLS OF FINDING 


RUM CACHED IN 1594 


Found 310 Years After Be- 
ing Left in Arctics. 


‘New York.—The tale of nine bottles 
of rum, cached {n the Arctic in 1594 
by she Dutch explorer Barents, which 
djfinaly ended thelr adventurous career 
‘as four ounces, 310 years later, Is told 
by Robert H. Davis in the New York 
Sun, 

The story, says Mr. Davis, was told 
him by Dr. John C. Vaughan, a prac- 
ticing surgeon in New York city, who 
in 1908-1905 was physictan on the 
America, of the Ziegler north pole ex- 
pedition under Anthony Fiala, 

Barents, after whom the Barents 
sea was named, says Davis, cached 
the rum with his stores and records. 
when his ship was frozen in at Ice 
Haven, off the coast of Spitzbergen. 
Barents’ ‘and four companions per- 
ished, while the others of the. party 
were picked up in Lapland. _ 

Liquor Cache Is Found. 

The rum, together with the other 
stores, remained undisturbed until 
1894, when the old Barents camp was 
visited by the yacht Iris of the Leigh 
Smith expedition. 

“Smith, being an Englishman.” says 
the story, “was a stickler for the un- 
written laws that protect one explor- 
er’s cache from the hand of another 
except in extremity, “The temptation 
to annex the nine bottles was strong 
indeed, but he issued an order that 
two bottles, for medicinal purposes 
only, be taken, , 

“The Iris then salled to Franz Josef 
land, where she was ulpped in the 
ice at Cape Flora and went down in. 
a few minutes, The doctor dragged 
the medicine chest ashore. The next 
spring the party left everything be- 
hind them, got away in a whalebout 
and reached England.” 

Bottles Encased In Ice. 

The Ziegler party came to Cape 
Flora in the summer of 1904, after 
they had lest their ship at Teplits bay. 
The following spring when the ice 
melted they found a few torn pages of 
a diary kept by the Iris’ doctor, These 
told of the fuding of Barents’ rum. ° 

Pierre le Roya, a seaman, and a 
friend determined to find the ancient 
rum, Finally, when hope was aboui 
abandoned, the chest was found, a 
solid cake of ice. This was. melted. 
Most of the vials had burst, but one

of Beasts. 


Olympia, Wash.—Not in one hun- 
dred years will the cougar, or bobcat, 
be banished from the forests of the 
northwest states ts the opinion of 
state and government predatory ani- 
mal hunters, 

Scores of these are killed in every 
“section of the Northwest each year, 
yet every spring fills the depleted 
ranks with playful kittens, potential 
game and livestock destroyers, For a 
long time to come the cougar will con- 
tinue to flourish fn the rugged wooded 
parts, chiefly because that, catlike, it 
is the king of stalkers; dines on a 
great variety of meat, and can only 
be successfully hunted by the use of: 
cleverly. trained trailing dogs. 

The destruction of cougars by paid 
hunters varies widely over the west- 
ern states, In Whatcom county, Wash- 
ington, last year, 129 were brought in 
for bounties; 185 were slain’ in Wasco 
county, Oregon, in 11 months, while 
provincial agents in British Columbia 
report the destruction of 1,087 the last 
12 months, 

In Martel county, Oregon, Hathaven 
Jones, hunter and trapper, claims to 
have killed over 100 mountain lions 
in his time, while Lester Wagner of 
Skagit county, Washington, has skins 
to prove the destroying of 187 bobcats. 

No matter what name the cougar is 
ealled in various parts of the West, it 
ig the same animal, stealthily invad- 
ing domastic herds or preying cun- 

| ningly on deer, young elk, small ani- 
mals or game birds. In Washington 
and Oregon the animal is called the 
cougar; California and New Mexico 
use the title mountain Mon; Canada,

Douglas’ Patriotism. 


It is a touching incident and happily

menaced they joined hands to shield 
and save the country they both loved. 
When Abraham Lincoln walked out 


deliver his inaugural address and take 
.the oath of office as President of the 
United States—facing a great crowd 
of people, among whom were many 


—the man who accompanied him and 
who stood close by his side, the man 
who was the first to take his hand 
and pledge his unqualified support 
in the great task Lincoln had assumed 
as President of a distracted country, 
was Senator Stephen A, Douglas. Un- 
fortunately for the country, Douglas 
died a few. months latér—June 8, 186i 
—and the cause of the Union and sup- 
port of the administration was de- 
prived of his great influence.

Pathetic Leave Taking. 


Nothing in the history of Lincoln {s | 
more pathetic than’ 'the scene of his 
departure from Springfield on the 
morning of February 11, 1861, when 
he bade farewell to his old friends 
and neighbors, The.scene is thus.de- 
‘scribed by Lincoln's biographer: 

“A throng of at least a thousand of 
Lincoln’s friends and. neighbors had 
gathered at the dingy little railroad 
station at Springfield to bid him good- 
It was a cloudy, stormy morn- 
ing, which served to. add gloom and 
depression to their. spirits. The leave 
taking became a scene of subdued 
almost of solemnity. 
Lincoln took a position in the waiting 
room where his friends filed past him 
often merely pressing his hand 4n ai- 
lent emotion, The half-finished .cere- 
mony was broken by the ringing bell 
and rushing train. The crowd ctosed 
about the railroad car inte which the 
President-elect and his party had en- 
tered. Then came the central inci- 
dent of the morning. Once more the 
bell gave notice of starting, but the 
‘conductor paused with his hand :ifted 
to the bell rope. Mr, Lincoln ap- 
peared.on the platform of the car and 
raised his hand to command attention. 
The bystanders bared their heads to 
the falling snowflakes and standing 
thus hig neighbors heard his voice for | 
the last time in the city of his home.” 

'. May Have Foreseen Fate. 

Lincoln’s“farewell address to his 
Springfield neighbors is expressed in 
words so chaste and pathetic that: it 
reads as tf tie already felt the tragic 
shadow of forecasting fate. ‘“‘No one,” 
he said, “can realize the sadness I feel 
‘at this parting. I now leave, not know- 
ing when or whether ever I may re- 
turn, I ge to assume a task more dif- 
ficult than any that has devoly 
any chief executive since Washington. 
Without the assistance of that Divine 


Being who ever attended him I cannot 
succeed—with that assistance I cun- 


not fail. Trusting in Him who can go 


with me and remain with you, and be 
everywhere for good, let us confident- 
ly hope that all. will be well, To His 
care I commend you, as I hope in your 
prayers you will commend:me, . bid 
you an aff ate farewell.” And as 
he waved his hand in farewell to the 
old home, to. which he was never to 
return, the. fervent response. from 
many of his old friends:- “God bless
